About Gapes. 
(Stephen Beale in Country Gentleman:) 


The gape worm may be termed the bete 


noir of the poultry-keeper—his worst 
enemy, whether he be farmer or fancler. It 
is true there are some who declare that 
et is unknown in their poultry yards; that 
they have never been troubled’ with it at 
all. These are apt to lay down that the 
cause is want of cleanliness, or neglect 
in some way. But I can vouch. that that is 
not so. I have been in yards ‘where every- 
thing was first-rate; ‘where the cleanliness 
was almost painfully complete, where no 


fault in the way of neglect could be 
found—and yet the gapes were there; and, 
on the other hand, I have known places 


‘where every condicion seemed favorable to 
the development of such a disease, and 
there it was absent—this not in isolated 
cases, but in many. No, we must look 
elsewhere for the cause. 2. : 
Observations lead me to the bélief that 
are more than usually troublesome 
uring a wet spring or summer following 
This should tend to show 
that the eggs fram which the worm (that 
is in itself the disease) emerges, is com- 


municated from the ground, from the food 


eaten, or the r drunk in the first 
instance, but it is more than possible that 


the insects themselves may pass from one 


fowl to another. All this we can accept 
as a settled fact, and also any decription 
of the way in, which the parasitic worms 
attach themselves to the. throats of the 
birds, and cause the peculiar gaping ct the 
mouth, which gives the name of the 
disease. : 
Many remedies have been sugges ed, and 
my object now is to communicate some of 
the later ones—thus to give a variety of 
methods, so that in case of the failure of 
one, another will be at hand ready to he 
tried. It is a mistake always to pin the 
faith to one remedy, for the vary:ng condi- 
tions found in fowls compel a different 
treatment. The old plan of dislodging the 
worms with a feather is well known, and 
need not be described again. But I may 
mention that in the country some have 
found the use of an ointment, first sug- 


gested by Lewis Wright, I believe, most 


valuable. This is made of mercurial oint- 
ment, two parts; pure lard, two parts flour 
of sulphur, one part; crude petroleum. one 
part—and when mixed together is applie I to 
the Heads of the chicks as soon as they are 
dry after hatching. Many have testified 
that they have never found this to fail as 
a preventive, and if success is to be at- 
tributed to the ointment, it would seem as 
if the insects are driven off by its presence. 
for the application to the heads merely 
would not kill the eggs. |

don, a prize for the best life history of 
the gapes diseases, and this has been won 
by the eminent French scien ist, M. Pierre 
Megnin, whose essay has been published by 
the noble donor. His offer was in the in- 
terest of pheasant breeders, but the ben- 
efit is not confined to that variety of game 
alone, for it is equally as applicable to all 
gallinaceous birds troubled with this dis- 
ease. The pamphet in question is a very 
valuable work, and gives very clearly the 
methods by which the parasite develops. 
But for our purpose it will be sufficient to 
narrate what M. Megnin recommends for 
the cure of it. 


her inquirers as well as himself. 
that Montague obtained great 
success by a combination of the following 
methods: Removal from infested runs; a 
thorough change of food; hemp seed and 
green vegetables figuring. largely in the 
diet, and for drinking, instead of plain wa- 
ter, an infusion of rue and garlic. And 
Megnin himself mentions an instance of 
the value of garlic. In the years 1877-78 the 
pheasant preserves of Fontainebleau were 
ravaged by gapes. The disease was there 
arrested and totally cured, when a mix- 
ture, consisting of yolks of exgs, boiled 
bullock’s heart, stale bread crymbs, and 
leaves of nettle, well mixed and pounded 
together with garlic, was given in the pro- 
portion of one clove to ten young pheas- 
ants. The birds were found to be very 
fond of this mixture, but great care was 
taken to see that the drinking vessels 
were properly cleaned out and refilled with 
clean, pure water twice a day. This treat- 
ment has met with the same success in 
other places. Garlic in this case is un- 
doubtedly the active ingredient. and, as it 
is volatile when taken into the stomach, 
the breath is charged with it. and in this 
way (for garlic is a powerful vermifuge) 
the worms are destroyed. 

Another remedy recommended by M. 
Megnin was the stroug-smelling verm- 
fuge asafetida, known sometimes by the 
suggestive name of devil's dung.“ It has 
one of the most disgusting. odors possible, 
and it not very pleasant 4o be near.

SANTA ANA, Sept. 11.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Today marked the real open- 
ing wf the Republican campaign in Or- 
ange county. Hon. M. M. Estee, the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor, together 
with Judge H. O. Henshaw, candidate for 
Supreme Justice, and S. T. Black, candi- 
date for State Superintendent of Schools, 
arrived in this ctty on the noon north- 
bound train from San Diego, where Mr. 
Estee, the previous evening, had ad- 
dressed an audience of 6000 or more Re- 
publicans in the large pavilion erected for 
the Cabrillo celebration. The Reception 
Committee from this city met the distin- 
guished party at the railroad depot and 
escorted them to Anaheim, where they 
were joined by the Anaheim Committee 
on Reception, and the Fullerton brass 
band. 

At 2 o’clock the hosts had assembled 
at Reiser*s Operahouse, and, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the sun was warm, the 
large room was crowded with the "good 
people of the “Mother Colony.” H. W. 
Chyneworth, Neg., called the assembly to 
order, and ‘then asked the Glee Club, com- 
posed of a sextette of young ladies, to 
render a favorite selection. Mr. Estee 
was then introduced, and, as his time was

THE TOBOGGAN SLIDE. - 


It Opens for Business and Promises to Be 
Immensely Popular. 

The great toboggan: slide just constructed on 
Broadway, between First and Second streets, 
obened for business yesterday, and was the 
scene of much interest and merriment till 
a late hour last night, hundreds of people 

ng good-naturedly for a ride. which 


fiving than any other thing comparable to 
it. Although the sensation, as one good lady 
exoresses it, is a. good deal like falling from 
the top of a ten-story house, it was generally 
j conceded by those present that it is the most 
‘wildly ~ exhilarating» and entirely fascinating 
outdoor sport that has ever itself in 
Los Angeles. 

The slide, it is claimed, is the largest in 
the United States, the track being a full half 
a mile in length, and 600 feet longer than 
the one in San franciseo. It cost a little | 
over $5000, and 40,000 feet of lumber were used 
in its construction. It is what might be 
called three stories in height. That is to 
say, the track winds around and around at dif- 
ferent elevations, sometimes above and some- 
times below, till in places there are three 
tracks, one above another, though they seem 
to be a dozen as the car is speeding along 
downwards. The journey of half a mile is 
made in ninety seconds, or one minute and a 
halt. 

The car is large enough to €ccommodate |: 
four people comfortably, and is nicely up- | 
holstered. Passengers seat themselves in it 
and are drawn up an incline, 125 feet in 


electric motor of ten-horse power, to an alti- 
tude of forty-six feet above the starting 
moint, where the car releases itself auto- 
matically and begins its thrilling descent, 
whizzing around curves, plunging down steep 
grades, now up, now down, till the minute 
end a half seems like a lifetime before it 
comes to a standstill at the original place of 
starting. It is a sensation to be remembered, 
and even the very timid seem to enjoy it, 
and take ride after ride. The fare is 10 
cents a trip. The slide in San Francisco has 
een in operation three months, and is said 
to have carried in that time upward of 80,000 
passengers, as many as 6000 people having 
ridden in a single day, a Sunday. 

How popular it may be here one cannot 
yet say. but the place will be fixed up at- 
tractively as a resort. All the back part will 
be floored and canopied and the whole place 
furnished with comfortable seats for specta- 
tors and visitors. In addition, there will be 
a cafe in which ices and other temmerance 
beverages and luxuries will be served at popu- 
lar prices.
